St. Louis railroad employes, in con- 


struction and operating branches, have 
the opportunity, bezinning today, to en- 
list for immediate service in France, as 
members of the Second Reserve Engi- 
neer Regiment. They have the War De- 
partment’s assurance that they will be 
sent to France as soon as they are suf- 
ficiently organized, and that they will 
be discharged at the end of the war. 
Col. Curtis McD. Townsend, president 
of the Mississippi River Commission, 
who has been assigned by the War De- 
partment to recruit and command the 


new regiment, said today that recruit- 
ing would begin at once in the office of 
the U. S. Engineer Department, Room 
4% Federal Building, Eighth and Olive 
streets. The regiment will have 1035 
men and & officers, and railroad men 
are desired as recruits. 
Rallroad Men Wanted. 

Col. Townsend's instructions from the 
department state that the special func- 
tion of the regiment will be railroad 
operation, and he is directed to make ev- 
ery effort to obtain an enlisted person- 
nel suitable for this work from St. Louis 


Bald fie believed the St. 
Louis regiment would be the second one 
to be sent to the French front, the First 
Regiment, from New York, going first. 
Capt. C. L. Hall of the United States 
Engineers has been ordered to report 
to Col. Townsend as Adjutant. Frank 
G. Jonah, chief engineer of the Frisco 
Railroad, and John A. Laird, a veteran 
of the engineer service in the Spanish 
War, and former head of the St. Louis 
Police Board, have been chosen as Ma- 
jors, and it is understood that Jonah 
will be Major of the first battalion and 
Laird of the second. Capts. F. W. 
Green, Foster, Shelley and Pittman are 
among St. Louisans selected as commis- 
sioned officers, Col. Townsend said. 


Will Ge Into Camp Soon. 
As soon as recruiting has proceeded 


far enough, Col. Townsend said, the new 


regiment will go into camp at some place 
near St. Louis. Washington. dispatches 
state that the military drill will be a 
secondary matter, although discipline 
will be strict.

Program Calls for Diversion of Products of 
Every Steel Mill and Construction of 
6,000,000 Tons in Two Years. 


WASHINGTON, Mey 8.—Congress will 
be asked to appropriate $1,000,000,000 for 
the building of the great American mer- 
chant fleet designed to overcome the 
submarine menace. ~ 

The program, ev»lived by the Shipping 
Board, contemplates the diversion to 
Government uses of the products of ev- 
ery steel mill in the country, cancellation 
of existing contracts between those mills 
and private consumers and where neceés- 
sary payment of damages by the Gov- 
ernment to the parties whose contracts 
are canceled. 

Estimates of the Shipping Board are 
that 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 tons of steel and 
wooden vessels will be .constructed by 
the Government during the next two 
years. 

Bille Prepared for Congress. 

The only manufacturers of steel to be 
exempted from ths program will be 
those needed otherwise at national de- 
fense. Bills for introduction in Con- 
gress have been prepared and the ad- 
ministration hopes to get them under 
way 80 promptly that the first of the 
shipbuilding operations may be in mo- 
tion within two weeks. 

Just how the $1,000,000,000 will be pro- 
vided is to be left to Congress, but the 
tentative program calls for an additional 
issue of bonds. 

Co-operation of the labor organiza- 
tions has already been pledged, it is un- 
derstood, and there will be no legisla- 
tion, unless the present program is 
changed, looking to the drafting of the 
labor necessary to carry out the plans. 

The only other exception to the gen- 
eral cancellations of private contracts 
with steel mills will be those of rail- 
roads. Steel mills, it is contemplated, 
will be permitted to supply them with 
the minimum amount of steel products 
with which the railroads can get along. 

All other industries kindred to the 
steel trade or in which the use of steel 
figures largely will be affected by the 
proposed legislation. 

The administration contemplates crea- 
tion of a tribunal to determine the ex- 
tent of private losses due to cancella- 
tion of contracts. 

The program contemplates the use of 
the maximum of every resource within 
the United States speedily to ‘design 
and build the largest number of ships 
possible. 


| The wooden shipbuilding program, 

it is announced, is definitely under way, 
and the Shipping Board hopes within a 
few months to be turning out great num- 
bers of vessels. Some builders, without 
awaiting formal contracts, are proceed- 
ing on the assurance of the board that 
the ships wil] be taken over when com- 
pleted. 

“Contracts for dozens of the ships,” 
Chairman Denman said today, ‘‘will be 
signed immediately on the appropriation 
by Congress of sufficient money to cov- 
er the program. Now that the plans 
are underway and satisfactory prog- 
regs is being made, the Shipping Board 
and Gen. Goethals, in charge of con- 
struction, are turning to the stimulation 
of steel shipbuilding. 

“Undoubtedly the stories of our aban- 
doning the wooden program arose from 
the fact that there is nothing more to 
say of wooden building and we are talk- 
ing steel. The wooden program will be 
carried out as origive'ly planned.”’ 


House Adopts Resolution. 

The joint resolution, already adopted 
by the Senate, authorizing the President 
to put into service vessels of the enemy 
in American ports, was adopted by the 
House yesterday without a record vote, 
after an all-day debate. 

The measure gives legal sanction to 


96 war-bound German ‘merchantmen as 
Government vessels and putting them 
into the transatlantic trade as part of 
the great commercial fleet relied on to 
break the U-boat blockade. Confident 
that Congress would approve, the exec- 
utive branch of the Government already 
has begun repairing the damage done to 
the vessels by their German crews, and 
at least two are loading now at East- 
ern ports. 

After the war Germany is expected 
to make the claim that in taking over 
the vessels the United States violate 
the celebrated treaty of 1828, but State 
Department officials believe there is no 
valid ground for such complaint. 

The resolution applies to German mer- 
chant craft in all American waters ex- 
cept the harbors of the newly acquired 
Danish West Indies, or Virgin Islands, 
excepted in compliance with a provision 
of the purchase treaty, the existence of 
which was revealed during the discus- 
sion in the House.

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DEFINITE DEVELOPMENT SOON 
ON MEANS TO COMBAT U-BOAT 


Navy Department Official Says That 
Outlook for Solution of Prob- 
lem Is Hopeful. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—Some definite 


developments in the near future may 


be expected from the experiments of 
American inventors and scientists work- 
ing on means to combat the submarine 
menace,

ENLISTMENTS BROKE 
RECORDS YESTERDAY 


Attributed to Enhanced Patriotic 
Fervor Resulting From Joffre’s 
Visit Here. 


To an enhancement of patriotic fer- 
vor resulting from visit of the French 
War Mission is attributed by recruit- 
ing officers the fact that enlistments 
in this city yesterday broke all rec- 
ords for St. Louis since war was de- 
Clared on Germany. 

The figures also show that St. Louis, 
as well as other cities of the Middle 
West, is maintaining its substantial 
lead over the Eastern cities in the 
percentage of volunteers. 

At the army recruiting office, Third 
and Olive streets, 250 men were ex- 
amined yesterday and 197 were ac- 
cepted—the largest number since the 
declaration of war. Of those enrolled 
167 weé*e sent directly into training 
at Jefferson Barracks, while the 
others received permission to spend 
a few days in obtaining necessary 
papers or winding wp their affairs. 
Two-thirds of the number accepted 
were from St. Louis and vicinity; the 
other third came from outlying sta- 
tions at Hannibal, Moberly, Poplar 
Bluff, Cape Girardeau and Jefferson 
City. 

The new Fifth Regiment, which has 
recruiting quarters at 716 Olive street, 
had a red-letter day, enrolling 60 out 
of 80 applicants, and it was estimated 
that about 40 more were accepted at 
the regiment's other four stations in 
various parts of the city, making ap- 
proximately 250 enlistments thus far. In 
all 1200 are needed. 

Yesterday's rush was ascribed directly 
to the distinction conferred on the Fifth 
Regiment by Marshal Joffre’s presenta 
tion of a stand of colors to it at the 
Coliseum meeting Sunday night. There 
is already a movement to give the Fifth 
the illustrious nickname of ‘‘Joffre's 
Regiment.” 

The Marine Corps, 122 North Seventh 
street, yesterday enrolled 31 out of % 
applicants, or only six less than thie 
total number of recruits for the first 
seven days of April. Since May 1 the 
Marine Corps has enlisted 110 men. Capt. 
Eslick, in charge of this recruiting of- 
fice, said he hoped the marines would 
be the first troops landed in France, 
and pointed out that the War Depart- 
ment has ordered an equipment of steel 
helmets for ‘‘the soldiers of the sea."

3 Vessels of American Trans- 
atlantic Co. Held at Virgin 
Islands for Investigation. 


TOTAL OF 12 IN FLEET 


Have Been Alleged to Be Owned 
by Germany Capital—Britain 
Seized Three. 


WASHINGTON, May 8&.—The Govern- 


ment is investigating the activities of 
the steamer Manftowoc and other ves- 
sels of the American Transatlantic Co., 
which are said to have carried supplies 
to German submarines in the Atlantic. 
This was disclosed at the Navy Depart- 
ment today, but no details of the steps 
taken were given out. 

Tite American Transatlantic Co. has 
offices in New York and Boston and 
its ships fly the American flag. Offi- 
cilals here will not say what had 
aroused their suspicions, but admit that 
three ships have been held for investi- 
gation at St. Thomas, Virgin Islands, by 
order of the Navy Department. Both 
the State and Justice Departments have 
been taking part in the investigation. 


Members of Manitowoec’s Crew Tell of 
Taking Supplies to U-Boats., 
Corresvonience of the Associated Press. 
SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, May 5.—There 
are German submarines in the Atlantis: 
and until very recently they have been 
supplied from the United States by ships 
flying the American flag, according to 
statements by members of the crew 
of the steamer Manitowoc, which for 
several weeks was detained in the har- 
bor at St. Thomas. Twenty-one of the 
crew are returning to the United States 
after difficulties with Capt. F. Hog- 

stead, master of the ship. 

The Manitowoc, Muskegon and Alla- 
guash, all belonging to the same line, 
shortly before the Danish Islands be- 
Came the Virgin Islands, U. 8S. A., put 
into the harbor at St. Thomas, bound 
from Buenos Alres to New York, sup- 
posedly to await orders. They were stil! 
waiting for orders when the isiands 
were transferred to the United States. 
According to their manifests all three 
ships carried coal and other fuel sup- 
plies. 

Members of the crew of the Manitowoc 
say all the vessels were loaded with 
contraband for German submarines. 

‘When we left New York last we were 
supposed to have a cargo of coal excliu- 
rively,”’ said one of the crew. ‘“‘Under. 
neath the coal were all sorts of fuel 
and food supplies. Supposedly the cargv 
was. destined for Buenos Aires. Be. 
tween St. Thomas and Buencs Aires we 
wot rid of our cargo on the high seas 
to German submarines. We had no 
cargo when we reached Buenos Alireg.’ 

At Buenos Ayres that ship, the Mus- 
kegon and the Allaguash all took on a 
general food cargo, oil and other fuel 
supplies, which were covered over with 
several hundred tons of coal, they said 
Un the Manitowoc there were also 
placed two iron chests filled with gold, 
each supposed to contain $250,000. These. 
according to the men, also were hidden 
under the coal, 

While waiting in St. Thomas for or. 
ders the Danish Islands were transferred 
to the United States and the ships were 
not permitted to sail. The crew of the 
Manitowoc tried to get some of their 
pay while idle in the harbor, but Capt. 
Hogstead refused to make any paymen*. 
The men then demanded they be ra- 
turned to New York, and they arrived 
here Tuesday, en route to the Unite 
States.

“Wagner Shipa” Have Been Alleged to 
Be Owned by German Capital. 
NEW YORK, Mav 8.—The American 
Transatlantic Co. since early in the war 
has been operating under the American 
flag a fleet of 12 freight steamships 
known as the ‘‘Wagner ships,”’ R. G. 
Wagner being the president of the com- 
pany. They. have een plying mostly 
between New York, Boston, Newport 
News and South American ports. Four 
of them, the Saginaw, the Kankakee, 
the Genesee and the Hocking, were 
seized by the British, on account of 
which a protest was made by this Gov- 
ernment, resulting in a controversy with 
the British Government that had not 
been settled at the time the United 

States entered the war. 

The status of the ships was under in- 
vestigation in 1915, when it was alleged 
that they were really owned by Ger- 
man capital. This was at the time 
when application was made by Wagner, 
who is an American citizen, to place 
the ships under American registry. 

Wagner came here from Milwaukee 
about two years ago and organized the 
American Transatlantic Co. with invest- 
ed capital, it was said, of about $2,000,- 
000, In addition to the four ships selzed 
by the British, the American Transat- 
lantic Co.’s fleet is composed of the 
steamships Manitowoc, Winnebago, Al- 
laguash, Muskegon, Ausable, Maunies, 
Winneconne and one building. 


Assertion that none of the ships of the 
American Transatlantic Co. had at any 
time supplied German submarines was 
made today by Wagner. The story told 
by members of the crew of the steam- 
ship Manitowoc at Porto Rico he char- 
acterized as ‘“‘pure fiction,” told prob- 
ably because “the crew was disgrun- 
tled."’

Chief of Engineers on Arrival in 
City Says Section Is Slow to 
Be Aroused. 


INDUSTRIES MUST HELP 


Use the Mississippi More to Re- 
lieve Railway Congestion, 
He Advises. 


Brigadier-General William Black, Chief 
of Engineers of the United States Army, 
who came to St. Louis to attend a 
river conference said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, in an interview at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel today, that the people of the 
Middle West do not realize the seriou :- 
nesy.of tne national emergency. 

“Secretary of War Baker even asked 
me to wear my uniform while on this 
trip,”’ the General added. ‘'People in 
the Middle West must understand that 


unless this war is successfully won that 
it will be the downfall of the American 
republic. Every day that the German 
antocracy exists our institutions are 
menaced. 

“In Germany there is a system of au- 
tocracy by which certain classes of per- 
sons gain distinction, place and power 
over the common people. They are now 
fighting to preserve that system. And 
persons in the past who were not mem- 
bers of that caste fled to America to 
avoid being subject.d to such a system. 

“Many of those very persons today in 
America are sympithizing with Ger- 
many because of a father or nephew or 
gon fighting for autocracy; yet they 
come to America to escape such an au- 
tecracy. If they wish this nation to con- 
tinue ite present system of national life, 
by which they have been able to enjoy 
liberty, they must upl.old America in its 
hour of need. And the Middle West 
must realize the gravity of the national, 
sityation.”’ 

“The German system is a menace 
te civilization—a menace to America,” 
re continued. “Many persons who 
fled from Germany to escape that 
system are blinded to the real issue, 
tLecause of relatives fighting the bat- 
tles of the autocracy. Tehy must see 
that it is for America, for its insti- 
tutions, for civilization that they 
must stand for.” 

Gen. Black pointed out that the 
entire national resources must be 

mobilized for war, and that all in- 
duetries must co-operate for the na- 
tional good, and end destructive com- 
petition. 

We must keep the prosperity of 
the nation up,” he explained. “Our 
transportation system espectally must 
be organized for war, so that the en- 
tire nation may prosper under diffi- 
culties. Our transportation systems 
have never been properly utilized. 
THe attitude of the railroads is that 

*of destructive competition which ‘big 
business’ had 15 years ago. 
Must Have Co-Operation. 

“It is only recently that the railroads 
have recognized the fact that they can- 
not handle all the transportation. What 
is the result? An enormous car short- 
age; wheat in the elevators cannot be 
moved, lumber is tied up at the mills, 
agricultural products are rotting in the 
fields because they cannot be moved. 
There is plenty of everything—and yet 
a éearcit yot everything and soaring 
prices because of lack of transportation 
facilities. 

“Tf that situation has recently existed 
in peace times, what will be the result in 
_war times? Imagine the stress that war 
would bring. -All this means that our 
transportation facilities must be utilized 
‘to the fullest extent, and instead of de- 
structive competition we must have con- 

~structive co-operation." 

AS an example, the General cited the 
fact that there is much trade between 
St. Louis and New Orleans, that the

~~ YIELD SINCE 1904 INDICATED 


Cendition of 7T38 Per Ceat Ig Lowest 
Recerded Since 1888, Says Agri- 
cultural Department, 
WASHINGTON, May 8—In the face 
of a threatened world food shortage, the 
American winter wheat crop shows the 
lowest condition recorded since 1888 and 
promises a smaller yield than any 

other since 1904.

AS A ‘TORCH’ AT 
ARSON PLOT TRIAL 


Testimony Given as to Action of 
Ben Milner in Gilmore 
Hearing. 


DETECTIVE’S STORY 


Effort Made to Show Plotters in 
One Case Agreed to Burn 
Another Plant.

At the arson conspiracy trial of Julius 
R. Bersch, Harold G. Gilmore and Harry 
Cc. Imel in Judge Shields court today, 
further. testimony was given in an ef- 
fort to show that the same plotters 
burned the Giimore-Bonfig. Decorating 
Co. store and agreed later to burn the 
plant of the Christen Bellows Works. 
Ben Milner, ncw under indictment, was 
identified as one of the alleged ‘‘torch- 
es"’ involved in both plots. 

Shelton Remington, son of a druggist. 
at Tavior avenue and Olive street, told 
how a man later identified as Milner ran 
into the drug store after there had been 
an explosion in the Gilmore-Bonfig store, 
and said his face had been cut by glass 
ag he was walking through the alley ir 
the rear of the building. 

Remington said he started to take Mil- 
ner to a doctor’s office, but Milner 
broke away from him and jumped on 
the running board of an automobile in 
which two women were riding and es- 
caped. 

Detective Curran idéntified Milner as 
one of the ‘‘torches’’ he arrested at the 
Christen Bellows Works, and said Mil- 
ner also was identified by Shelton as 
the man with the cut face who ran 
from the Gilmore-Bonfi¢ buiiding. 

Edward Marx of 2302 Russell avenue, 
bartender in a downtown saloon, testi- 
fied that about ‘three weeks before the 
arrests in the Christen plot he saw 
Bersch in the saloon in conference with 
Max Greenberg, one of the men later ar- 
rested at the Christen plant and now 
under indictment as a ‘“‘torch.’’ 

Detective Scheller told of the arrests 
at the Christen plant and cxhibited sam- 
ples of oils and powder found in the 
wagon which was driven into the plant 
by the ‘‘torches.’’ 

Detective Tells of Trap. 

Detective Bart Keany vesterday af- 
ternoon testified that he was detailed 
to investigate the Gilmore-Bonfig fire 
and that later he aided in setting the 
trap for arson conspirators with the 
co-operation of Joseph C. Christen of 
the Christen Bellows Works. He 
watched the Christen plant Aue. 17, 
1915, he asaid, and he saw Julius 
Bersch and Herbert 0. Baker go there. 

Keaney said notes of the conver- 
sation between Christen, Bersch and 
Baker on that day were made by N. 
8. McIntosh, a stenographer, who is 
now in the army and stationed at 
San Antonia, TeXas. 

Charles Remington, a druggist at 
Taylor avenue and Olive street, tes- 
tified that after the explosion at the 
Gtlimore-Bonfig store July 24, 1915, a 
man with his face cut ran into the 
store. This man has been identified 
as Milner.

As the excess profits tax was printe] 
in the new bill laid before the commit- 
tee, it was 14 instead of 16 per cent, and 
the corporation income tax had been in- 
creased from 4 to 5 per cent. There was 
loud protest, and it was charged that 
the change was made without authority. 
After much discussion the excess proti’s 
tax was finally left at 16 per cent, ap the 
subcommittee recommended, and the 
corporation income tax was put back to 
4 per. cent. 

The committee also agreed to exempt |

Newspapers Exempt From Ad Tax. 

The tax on advertising provoked dis- 
cussion. It has been proposed to assess 
a 5 per cent tax on all advertising, and 
this was favored by several of the 
Southern members, including, it is un- 
derstood, Chairman Kitchin. It was 
shown that such a tax would ruin thou- 
sands of small newspapers in the United 
States, and by a close vote the tax was 
amended so that it would not apply to 
newspapers and periodicals , 

As the advertising tax now stands, it 
will be assessed on all billboards and 
electric signs, and on all circular adver- 
tising which passes through the United 
States mails.

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BRITISH WRITER, BACK FROM 
FRONT, SAYS MEN ARE NEEDED 


Neither Enough Troops nor Divisions 
im Field’, Military Correspondent 
of Times Declares. 


LONDON, May 8.—The military cor- 
respondent of the Times, giving further 
impressions of his recent visit to the 
British front, replies to criticisms of the 


types of airplanes used by the British. 
He says that criticism of types is folly, 
because many different kinds are 
needed, according to the work on which 
they are employed, amd it is impossible 
to say which is best. 

The writer defends the part use of 
second grade machines as unavoidable, 
saying that if none byt the latest model 
of each type were used there would be 
few airmen aloft. He believes that the 
latest type of the British fighting plane 
is equal to the German, but that a 
greater number of them is needed. This 
machine is operated by a single aviator 
and carries two guns. The writer says 
the life of an airplane does not exceed 
two months. Few pilots stand the 
strain more than three, six or nine 
months. 


The writer contends that the British 
have not enough men orféenough divi- 
sions in the field, and says that the 
severity of the present fighting adds to 
the gravity of the question. ‘Victory or 
defeat,’’ he concludes, “depends on man 
power, and nothing else stands between 
us and success.’’

Hundreds of persons who returned to 
their homes disappointed last night aft- 
er they learned that the Frenchmen 
could not reach here before morning, 
again crowded about the station today 
to greet the mission, which was sched- 
uled to arrive some time after 10 o’clock 
for a brief stop before continuing to 
Indianapolis. 

After the mishap last evening, which 
occurred while Rere Viviani, French 
Minister of Justice and head of the mis- 
sion, and Marshal Joffre and some at- 
taches of the party were dining, a 
wrecking train was sent to Arcola from 
Terre Haute, and another special train 
was made up at Champaign, IL, to car- 
ry the party to Effingham. 


Train Held at Effingham. 
The Frenchmen retired almost imme- 


diately after the mishap, which was 
maid by secret service agents with the 
Pparty to have been accidental, and 
most of them were asleep. It had been 
arranged to leave Effingham soon after 
midnight, but the train was delayed, 
and, acting upon advice from Washing- 
ton, railroad officials canceled the 
schedule. With an early start today 
there will be no serious delay in the 
tour and it is expected the party will 
have time to remain one hour and 15 
minutes in Indianapulis. 

The train was held at Effingham that 
citizens of all communities where stops 
were originally scheduled might have 
an opportunity to greet the distin- 
guished visitors. The delay at Arcc'a 
was about four hours.

Otherwise the extent of injury on the 
train was limited to shock and a shak- 
ing, from which all soon recovered, 
When leaving Decatur after a brief 
stop there at 6:55 yesterday afternoon, 
the special train ran down and killed 
Peter Quick, 47 years old, at a cross- 
ing. Marshal Joffre was much affected 
by the accident and expressed a wish 
to do something for the man’s family. 
The visitors stopped in Decatur 10 
minutes. Mayor Dan Dinneen’s brief 
tribute and declaration of the city’s loy- 
alty was translated into French and 
brought a happy smile to the faces of 
the commission. 

“We accept this not only as a tribute, 
but as a promise we know you will 
keep,” replied one of the commission 
members.

FRENCH WREATH SILENTLY 
PLACED IN LINCOLN TOMB 


1Mission Party Enters and Leaves Emancipator’s 
Resting Place Without Spoken Word— 
Cordial Welcome at Springfield, Ill. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, May 8.—Marshal 
Joffre, hero of the Marne, paid tribute 
to the memory of Lincoln at the emancf- 
pator’s tomb here yesterday, and with 
the others of the French Commission 
received an enthusiastic welcome to the 
capital of Illinois. 

Marshal Joffre silently placed a 
wreath upon the Lincoln sarcophagus. 
With bowed heads and doffed caps, the 
French hero, Vice Premier Viviani and 
the military and civil officials who ac- 
companied them filed into the tomb, paid 
honor to the war President and left 
without a spoken werd. 

At the State Capitol, where an official 
reception had been arranged for them 
by Gov. Lowden and the Legislature, 
both Joffre and Viviani spoke. 

The reception in Springfield was said 
by members of the party to have been 
one of the most enthusiastic they have 
received. It was the only small city in 
which they had made a long stop and 
from the moment they stepped from 
their official train until they departed, 
an hour an4d a half later, they were met 
with cheers and waving tri-colors. Sol- 
diers who lined the streets stood at 
attention and Marshal Joffre saluted 
each command. Lines of schoo! children 
waved flags and cheered enthusiastical- 
ly while the autoinobiles carrying the 
party passed from the downtown dis- 
tricts to Oak Ridge Cemetery. 

When his train was about to draw out 
of the station the hero of the Marne 
stooped from the platform and kissed 
two little girls, who were dressed to rep- 
resent the United States and France. 

Reception at Capitol. 

The hall of the House of Representa- 
tives at the Capitol was crowded to the 
top galleries. Gov. Lowden and a Re- 
ception Committee of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives escorted the party into the 
hall amidst cheering.

“Lincoln understood human con- 
science, and that is the reason he is 
proclaimed ‘the immortal.’ He ac- 
complished this civilization, and al- 
though he is now in silence, by his 
triumphs and his deeds he still lives 
in memory. 

“Three years ago the German Gov- 
ernment violated the rights of man 
without any motive or right, and 
sought to conquer France. The Uni- 
ted States is now face to face with 
the same crisis. We are now together 
in this great world war to defend the 
rights and justice of man.”

Gov. Lowden had called attention in 
his introduction to a French settle- 
ment in the Mississippi Valley. 

“The first French came to discover

LOUD IN PRAISE OF 
RECEPTION HERE

Marshal Joffre Characterized St. 
Louis Greetings as ‘‘Most 
Warm-Hearted.”’ 


Marshal Joffre, Vice Premier Viviani, 
Admiral Chocheprat and the other mem- 
bers of the French war mission, upon 
departing from St. Louis at noon yes- 
terday, were outspoken in their praise 
of St. Louis for its hospitality and in 
their appreciation of the reception ac- 
corded to them during their stay of 16% 
hours in the city. 

The Marshal characterized the St. 
Louis greetings as “the most warm- 
hearted.’’ While the mission was on its 
way to Springfield, Ill., yesterday after- 
noon, Breckinridge Long of St. Louis, 
Third Assistant Secretary of State, wired 
the following message to the people of 
St. Louis: 

“Personally and on behalf of the Gov- 
ernmeént, let me express to you the keen- 
est appreciation for the wonderful ar- 
rangements of last night and today and 
to you and the citizens of St. Louis for 
the -wholly unprecedented and stupen- 
dous enthusiasm.’’ 

Crowd Witnesses Departure. 

A great crowd witnessed the departure 
of the special train from Lindell and 
Union boulevards. There were no bar- 
riers and those who could do so were 
permitted to approach the observation 
platform and shake the hands of the dis- 
tinguished visitors.

F. 8S. Peabody Hears Defense Organi- 
sation Which Will Try to In- 
crease Production. 

WASHINGTON, May $.—Creation of 
a national committee on coal produc- 
tion to tncrease the mining output and 
to accelerate distribution is announced 
by the Council of National Defense. The 
committee comprises 15 coal operators 
and welfare experts, with F. 8. Pea- 
body at their head. Sineormentetoes’ 
throughout the country will deal direct- 
ly with producers and distributors. 

“It is clear there must be a tremen- 
dous increase in production at the 
mines,”’ said Director Gifford of the 
Defense Council, “that there must be 
no interruption of any mines; and that 
there must be improved freight facili- 
ties. The committee will co-operate 
with the mine owners and the Labor 
Committee in minimizing the danger of 
strikes and in bringing about concilia- 
tion and mediation. It will assist the 
Transportation Committee in making 
available more cars and in giving coul 
cars a clear track. 

“Co-operation with concerns engaged 
on Government work and in immediate 
need of coal will be an important 
branch of the committee’s work.”

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The Senate 
resumed consideration today of the 
administration espionage bill after 
having adopted without a dissenting 
voice a new embargo section which 
would empower the President, during 
the war when the “public safety shal! 
so require,”’ to proclaim it unlawful] 
to export articles to “any country 
named.” 

In adopting the provision the Senate 
reversed its previous action. It voted 
last week to authorize embargoes only 
against countries through which foods 
were found to be reaching the enemy. 

The action came late yesterday after 
a long debate in executive session, in 
which Republican Senators led in vig- 
orous criticism of President Wilson 
for his alleged fallure to consult mem- 
bers of Congress about the proposed 
legislation, and after word had heen 
passeqd that the President would be 
embarrassed by the old embargo pro- 
vision.

Switzerland.

Warns Russian Workers Against 
Pro-Kaiser Agents Plots to 
Use Them. 


WASHINGTON, May 8 —A plea 
against a premature peace for Russia, 
and renewed assurance that American

The message, timed to aid in combat- 
ing the pro-German agitation apparent 
during the last few days in Russia, was 
cabled yesterday. Its full text, made 
public last night, follows: 

“Executive Committee of the Council 
of Workmen's and Seldiers’ Deputies, 
Petrograd, Russia: 

' “The gravest crisis in the world’s his- 


’ tory is now hanging in the balance and 
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‘ithe course which Russia will pursue 
may have ai determining influence 
‘whether democracy or autocracy shall 
prevail. That democracy and freedom 
‘will finally pfevail there can be no 
doubt in the minds of men who know, 
but the cost, the time lost and the 
facrifices which would ensue from lack 
of united action may be appalling. It is 
to avoid this that I address you. 

‘In view of the grave crisis through 
which the Russian peoples are pasing 
we assure you that you can rely abso- 
lutely upon the whole-Hearted support 
and co-operation of the American people 
in the great war against our common 
enemy, Kaiserism. In the fulfillment of 
that cause the present American Gov- 
ernment has the support of 99 per cent 
of the American people, including the 
working class of both the cities and of 
the agricultural sections.

the German people can bring the war to 
an early end is by imitating the glo- 
rious example of the Russian people, 
compelling the abdication of the Hohen- 
zollerns and the Hapsburgs, and driv- 
ing the tyrannous nobility, bureaucracy 
and the military caste from power. 


“Let the German Socialists attend to 
this, and cease their false pretenses and 
underground plotting to bring about an 
abortive peace in the interest of Kaiser- 
ism and the ruling class, Let them cease 
calling pretended ‘international’ confer- 
ences at the instigation or connivance 
of the Kaiser. Let them cease their in- 
trigues to cajole the Russian and Amer- 
ican working people to interpret your 
demand, ‘No annexation, no indemni- 
tiles,” in a way to leave undiminished 
the prestige and the power of the Ger- 
man military caste. 


“Though Russian autocracy is over- 
thrown, neither the American Govern- 
ment or the American people apprehend 
that the wisdom and experience of Rus- 
sia in the coming constitutional assem- 
bly will adopt any form of government 
other than the one best suited to your 
needs. 

‘We feel confident that no message, no 
individual emissary and no commission 
has been sent, or will be sent, with au- 
thority to offer any advice whatever to 
Russia as to the conduct of her internal 
affairs. Any commission that may be 
sent will help Russia in any way that 
she desires to combat Kaiserism wher- 
ever it existe or may manifest itself. 


False Reports of U. 8S. Purpose. 

“Word has reached us that false re- 
ports of an American purpose and of 
American opinions contrary to the above 
statement have gained some circulation 
in Russia. We denounce these reports 
as the criminal work for désperate pro- 
Kaiser propagandists, circulated with 
the intent to deceive and to arouse hos- 
tile feelings between the two great de- 
mecracies of the worid. The Russian 
people should know that these activi- 
ties are only additional manifestations 
of the ‘dark forces’ with which Russia 
has been only too familiar in the un- 
happy past. 

“The American Government, the 
American people, the American labor 
movement, are wholeheartedly with the 
Russian workers, the Russian masses 
in the great effort to maintain the free- 
dom you have already achieved and to 
solve the grave problems yet before 
you. We earnestly appeal to you to 
make common cause with us to abolish 
all forms of autocracy and despotism, 
and to establish and maintain for gen- 
erations yet unborn the priceless treas- 
ures of justice, freedom, democracy and 
humanity.

Physician Who Served in Ger- 
man Military Hospital in 
City on Visit. 


Hand grenades hich are used exten- 
sively in the fighting on the French 
front inflict the inmost terrible of all 
wounds, according to Dr. Earl McGarvey 
of New York, who spezit several months 
in a German military hospital. Dr. Mc- 
Garvey is visiting his brother-tn-law, 
F. L. Craft, at 5775 Westminster place. 

Large jagged wounds are made by the 
grenades, says Dr. McGarvey, which, 
when they explole, hurl large frag- 
ments of lead and iron. It is the irreg- 
ular shape of the rarticles which are 
largely responsiblo tor the serious in- 
juries sustained by the men struck. 

Bullets from rifles and machine guns, 
on the other hand, make what the doc- 
tor describes as tne ‘most humane 
wounds.’’ In many cases the high-pow- 
ered bullets go through a bone without 
fracturing it. 

Dr. Garvey thinks that American base- 
ball pitchers would be excellent grenade 
throwers, the same genera! motion be- 
ing used in hurling the explosives as in 
pitching to a batsman. 

Dr. McGarvey has received a commis- 
sion tn the American Medical Reserve 
Corps and expects cc call to service 
shortly.

Conservatives Boldly Blame Von 
Bethmaan Hollweg for*Long 
Duration of War. 


/ 


COPENAGEN, May &—Fhe Conserva- 
tives and Pan-Germans have now 
brought up their heavy artillery in the 
battle against Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg and boldly lay the blame 
for the long duration of the war at his 
door. The conservative Deutsche Tages 
Zeitung oxplains that three or four 
days’ delay in German mobilization at 
the outset of the war, due to the Chan- 
cellor’s hesitant polhy, caused the loss 
of the battle of the Marne, —_ 

The paper holds that the troops that 
were detached to stor the Russian in- 
vasion of East Prussia would have been 
sufficient to change the defeat of Gen. 
von Kluck’s army irto a victory and 
that in that case the war would have 
ended in a speedy and decisive German 
triumph. The Tages Zeitung goes on to 
declare that the Ghuncellor threw away 
a second chance >of terminating the war 
by opposing ruthless submarine war- 
fare. It cites Field Marshal Conrad 
von Hoetgendorf, Austrian commander 
in chief, as saying recently: ‘“‘The war 
would have been over lcoag ago if the 
submarine campaign had begun a year 
earlier."’ 

Austria Also Attacked. 

The Pan-Germans and annexationists 
are also comparing the Chancellor to 
Bismarck and demanding his retirement 
because he does not measure up to Ger- 
many’s “iron man.’’ The agitation for 
the downfall of Von Bethmarn-Hollweg 
is unconcealed in press and Parliament 
and is reinforced by mass meetings or- 
ganized by imperialist leagues and the 
Independent Committee for the German 
Peace. The bitterness increases as the 
chances grow for a reform of political 
conditions in Germany. The Chancel- 
lor’s opponents couple their attacks with 
far from flattering remarks about -the 
Austro-Hungarian Governnrent for its 
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509 Washington Av.

The German Chancellor is anxious to 
see the outcome of the submarine cam- 
paign, of the fighting on the western 
front and of the Russian crisis before 
he definitely announces a ‘‘no annexa- 
tion”’ program. Likewise, it is believed 
he is delaying in the matter of internal 
reforms, hoping that the trend of events 
will make it possible to ignore a large 
part of the demands for such action. 

According to a Reuter’s dispatch to 
Amsterdam, the Pan-German newspa- 
pers in Berlin continue the attacks on 
the Imperial Chancellor. The Meuste 
Nachrichten and Tages Zeitung accuss 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg of delaying 
his reply to the Reichstag interpella- 
tions regarding Germany's war aims un- 
til after the Stockholm Socialist con- 
ference. They complain strongly of such 
leadersnip of a great empire and advo- 
cate the holding of public meetings to 
protest against ‘“‘the Chancellor’s weak- 
ness when the empire seriously needs 
strong guidance.”’ 


Paris Writer Says German Empire Is 
“Beginning to Crack.” 

NEW YORK, May 8&—The New York 
Times prints the following: 

“PARIS, May 7.—The Gazette de Lau- 
gsanne, which keeps an ear close to the 
ground for international rumblings in 
Germany and is always well informed, 
publishes an editorial article entitled 
‘The Awakening of Germany’ which is a 
striking indication of how little is known 
in the belligerent capitals concerning the 
great silent currents which are steadily 
gaining force. 

“The writer begins by statnig that to 
‘whoever is able to hear through walls 
or see through curtains, there can be 
no doubt that the German Empire is be- }- 
ginning to crack and that big fissures, 
which are perhaps still invisible to the 
naked eye, are already developing.’ 


“The writer suggests that revolutions 
are always prepared in silence, an ex- 
ample of which was the Russian revolu- 
tion, which was little suspected, even by 
the Czar. He goes on: 

‘So far we only hear’ the Voices 
shouting on the housetops, such as Lieb- 
knecht’s, which ‘is now effectually 
stopped. Very significant are the 
speeches by Hoffman, the Socialist 
leader in the Prussian chamber, and 
even more so the extraordinarily vio- 


raine. 


Socialist Newspaper Demands That 
Chancellor Make Peace Statement. 
AMSTERDAM, May &.—In referring to 

the Russian Government's explanation 
of its war aims, the Berlin Soctalist 
newspaper Vorweerts insists that Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Holweg has no 
reason to postponé a definite statement 
of Germany's aims in the war, and asks 
what the Chancellor is waiting for. 

“If a frank, bold statement is made 
in the sense of the Russian peace for- 
mula,” it says: “Russia, Germany and 
Austria-Hungary will stand together.’’

Whipped by Rain and Wind. 
*‘We were drenched to the skin. The 


wind was cold and cut into us with fre- 
quent squalls of hail and rain. The mess 
man was in his underclothes, and we 
huddled him close under our bodies to 
give him all the warmth we could. 

“For about three hours we fought out 
there in the darkness and cold, but we 
were making no headway at all. We 
shipped a lot of water, and it took con- 
stant bailing to keep us afloat. 

“I believe all that saved us was the 
morale and training of my bluejackets. 
Every man of the lot was as steady as 
a rock, and in all those hours not one 
of them so much as let out a whimper 
or failed to put all he had in him to 
the execution of every command. 

“After hours that seemed long to us, 
I saw a little white light in the distanc:. 
It changed to red, and then to green. 

“We fired our pistols and burned one 
of our red Costin lights. But then we 
had to wait awhile, for that French pa- 
trol boat when it saw our light was 
just about as skittish as I had been at 
first myself. It went on by. After mak- 
ing a big circle, it came back to within 
hailing distance and verified our help- 
less condition.”’ 


Ship’s Owners Pay Tribute to Naval 
Crew and Commander. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—In connection 
with Lieut. William F. Gresham's story 
of the sinking of the steamer Aztec wit)) 
the naval guard which the Lieutenant 
commanded aboard, the Navy Depart- 
ment made public the following letter 
to Secretary Daniels from the president 
of the ship's owners, the Oriental Navi- 
gation Co.: 

“From the reports of the captain of 
the Aztec, who has just returned to New 
York, we learn that the seven sur- 
vivors of the ship’s crew probably owe 
their lives to the fact that they left 
the sinking vessel in the same boat as 
the United States naval detachment 
commanded by Lieut. Gresham. Through 
the excellent discipline of these men 
und particularly the bravery and cool. 
ness of Lieut. Gresham, they were able 
to survive through the night in an 
open boat under most dangerous condi- 
tions. 

“It will be a pleasure to you, sir, to 
hear that in this instance once again 
the old traditions of the naval branch 
of our service have been upheld, avd 
you will permit us to commend most 
Lighly the valor of Lieut. Gresham and 
his men.”

Housewives Are Asked Not to 
Serve More Than Three 
Courses. 


The three-course dinner campaign of 
the Women’s Central Committee on 
Food Conservation was started yester-) 
day when thousands of enlistment 
blanks were sent to St. Louis house- 
wives, asking them to pledge them- 
selves to the plan of food husbanding. 
The women of the city are asked to bind 
themselves to observe the _ following 
household restrictions: 

There shall not be 
when guests are present, 
three courses at any meal. 

All waste in the kitchen shall. be 
eliminated. 

There shall be one meatless day a 
week. \ 

That the consumption of food shall 
be limited in every reasonable way. 

That these restrictions shall hold 
good during the period of the war. 

+ Suggestion for a Dinner. 

Mrs. Charles Cummings Collins of 2 
Lenox place, in charge of the campaign, 
believes now that summer is coming on, 
the advisable thing tu do is to eliminate 
the soup course. She suggests as a 
three-course dinner, a meat, two vege- 
tables, a salad and a dessert. Some- 
times, she suggests, families might 
leave out the dessert and supplant it 
with soup. 

She says it is very desirable that fam- 
ilies cut down the use of white flour, 
young lamb, veal and new potatoes. 
The common sense of this, she explains. 
is that white flour can be shipped, while

whole wheat and corn mea! cannot. New! 


potatoes, veal and young lamb, she says, 
Ought to be grown to maturity in or- 
der that a maximum amount of food 
product can be had. 

Expects Move to Spread. 

Mrs. Collins said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. that sche expected that 
the thrift move started in St. 
Louis would spread to other cities 
and would soon become  nation- 
wide in scope. Mrs. Collins expects 
that the greater part of the enlistment 
blanks gent out will be returned to the 
headquarters in the Koatmen’s Bank 
Building signed. 

“It is a grave situation that we are 
confronting,” she said. “To supply 
ourselves with sufficient quantities of 
food and at the same time provide the 
vast quantities that our allies must 
have, if they are to continue their 
wonderful victories along the French 
frontier, will tax all of our resources. 
The United States must feed millions 
of extra mouths. There must be con- 
servation of food to an extent never 
undertaken in the world before, and 
the housewife more than any one else, 
Government official, farm expert or 
agriculturist, can help to accomplish 
this. Every woman who has the in- 
terest of her country at heart should 
and will enlist in the conservation 
pact and live up rigidly to the pledges 
contained therein. 

Must Keep in Three Courses. 

“Our enlistment cards do not ask 
her to limit luxuries. It does not un- 
dertake to set out menus for her ob- 
servance. She has only to pledge her- 
self to keep her expenditure of food 
within thé actual needs of the family. 
She may adhere to any mode of living 
she has established for herself with- 
in the threg-course limit. She may 
take the choicest cuts of meat, and 
whatever désserts her fancy may dic- 
tate. All that is asked of. her is, 
whatever her food and whatever her 
dessert, that there shall be no un- 
necessary nor improvident waste at- 
tendent upon its preparation and 
serving. 

“We expect every patriotic woman 
in St. Louis to sign one of our pledges 
and to live up to the letter and spirit 
of its wording.” S

Whereas, the dogs and cats they are 
80 ners sit of, can, and do, destroy mors garden 
in one night than thése animals ever would be 
worth, even if they were of the finest pedigreed 
stock. I've yet to see a vogetable bed harmed by 
birds; If planted properly no tird will find the 
seeds, and they will certainly never dig the plants 
up or them to @ pulp, as these four-legged 
pests For my part I think that {t should be a 
penitentiary offense to kill birds, and any Audu- 
don Society will tell you that birds are the farm- 
er’s best friends.’ The only harm they do is to eat 
fruit, and it would be better economy to put net- 
ting over the trees than to kill the birds, as, if 
there were no birds, the insect pests would entirely 
destroy the crops.

MOBILIZE THE RIVER FORCES. 

The value of the River Conference now in prog- 
ress in St. Louis will be measured by its success 
in adapting the possibilities of the riparian system 
to the imperious needs of the present. 

With the $45,000,000 authorized for flood control, 
the future of the Mississippi is assured. , Adequate 
terminals at river ports, increase in craft, im- 
proved service and better organization for meet- 
ing the public needs will come as demand for them 
is created. The special problem of today is an 
effective utilization of river facilities to ameliorate 
a@ partial transportation paralysis nation-wide in 
extent.

j try either already mobilized or in process of mob- 


ilization—finance and credit under the banking 
act passed a few months before, industry in con- 
formity with a painstaking Government survey, 
the railroads under a central board at Wash- 
ington operating all lines as one system. Be- 
cause the needs of the rivers have been ignored, 
their opportunities for service neglected, their part 
inAhe national transportation scheme relegated to 
a subordinate place, it must not be supposed that 
they have no forces which it is vital to mobilize. 

They have such forces. They can be employed 
to unbar gateways, to lessen pressure, to lighten 
restrictions on trade, to remove compression on 
the arteries essential to national life. In the cities 
of the Gteat Lakes, freight embargos exist only 
on lines extending toward territory not accessible 
by water-borne commerce. The same thing can 
be made true of the river cities. The strain on 
the railroads can be relieved at many points. The 
freight cars released will lessen shortage in rolling 
vstock elsewhere. 

Now is the time to show what the rivers can 
do. A demonstration of their utility that will long 
be remembered can, be made. Public gratitude 
can be earned that will be a valuable asset in the 
execution of comprehensive Tiver plans in the 
future. a >

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THE POODSTUFFS CAMPAIGN. 

There was criticism after Secretary Houston 
met the ggricultural experts in St. Louis re- 
cently that the men who gathered to consider the 
world’s bill of fare for the next year were theo- 
rists and that the resolution they gave to the 
public as a result of their conference was: theory, 
that what was needed were actual producers in 
conference. 

But now those men are giving a different ac- 
count of themselves. They are not writing reso- 
ae but are organizing the campaign. When 

the Agricultural College heads and State Com- 
‘missioners reached their homes, they went to 
their Governors and laid the case before them. 
Then and there theory ceased and work began. 
Take Louisiana as an instance. Through the 
State and country demonstration agénts the 
farmers are being brought. together and are 
signing pledges to produce definite amiounts more 
‘6? foodstuffs than ever before. Also they are 
agreeing that they will not sell, at any price, for 
slaughter or removal from the State any pro- 
ducing animal. 

In Mississippi the 5000 acres contained in the 
prison farms will be changed from cotton, large- 
ly, to foodstuffs as an example to the people. 
Gov. Bilbo is cultivating a vegetable garden back 
of the executive mansion. And all through the 
‘State the farm agents are pointing out land that 
can be cultivated and telling what can be grown 
there. ° 
The Kansas Council of Defense, appointed by 
Gov.’ Capper, has made a card index of all the 


Afarms in the State with surplus equipment or 


needs set forth. The surplus is called for for use 
elsewhere and the needs are supplied. Every 
tractor in the State is listed and arrangements 
are mage to work it 24 hours daily during the 
seeding season so that as much land as possible 
can be plowed. The big task here was plowing 
and seeding of more than half of the 8,887,000 
acres planted in wheat last fall, ‘because that 
amount was winter killéd. 

, These are only a few instances. Every state 
fs at work. And in almost every village the po- 
lice are rounding up the idle men and giving them 
choice of work or—well, whatever the police can 


do. :

TOLSTOY'S NEWSPAPER SUPERMAN. 

The accuracy of Tolstoy’s prediction of the war 
wae startling, not only in its general outline, but 
in miany of fits details. It has practically all been 
fulfilled except in respect to two points. One is 
that the end of the fighting will not come until 
1921 and the other that the man of the hour 
would prove to be a newspaper man. 

That the first may yet prove to be true is a 
dismaying prospect, but fortunately present in- 
dications are that the fighting will terminate long 
before 1921. But if, ~s expected, the war should 
go on for another year, full opportunity will be 
afforded, for the appearance of the intrepid news- 
paper man who is to be savior of the entente. 
Will the man be Northcliffe of the London Times? 

He forced Gen. French out as British com- 
mander, He compelled the importance of muni- 
tion supply to. be recognized at a time when neg- 
lect of it was imperiing safety. He compelied the 
Liberal party to relinquish full responsibility for 
the conduct of the war and cénsent to a coalition 
Cabinet. Repeatedty making and unmaking lesser 
Ministers, he brought about Asquith’s downfall 
and the elevation of Ljioyd George. 

No phase of the war can find him unqualified

knowing command of data and expedients and 
capacity for estimating men make him the ad- 
viser to the three-fourths of the world which 
is pledged to overwhelm Kaiserism.

It is never safe to predict what is going to 
happen in a revolution-torn land, but the chances 
of a separate Russian peace with Germany ap- 
pear to have become remote. No doubt Gen. 
Alexieff’s presence in the Capital. turned the 
scale. It probably determined the army’s policy 
for a whole-hearted support of the Government.

ITH the victory of the Revolu- 

W tion came international recogni- 
tion for the AmeNMcan flag. In 

the years immediately after that con- 
flict the new symb@) of liberty was car- 
ried to the seven &éas by our growing 
mercantile fleet. Most of the natlons 
of the world had a glimpse of its 13 
red and white stripes, with a circle cf 
13 stars in the upper left-hand corner. 
The country was growing in popu- 
larity and prosperity. Through the 
forests beyond the Alleghanies the pio- 
neer ax was ringing, and every day 
witnessed a forward step by the young 
republic. Two new members were added 
to the family of states in 1791 and 179, 
when Vermont and Kentucky were ad- 
mitted to statehood. It- was felt that 
these budding commonwealths mvsi 
have representation in the flag, and 
on Jan. 18, 1794, Congress increased both 
the stripes and stars to 16. 
As the vears passed British aggression 
once more roused American feeling to 
the fighting pitch. Britain’s struggle 
with Napoleon began to tell upon her 
man power. Then, as now, command 
of the sea was vital to the nation’s ex- 
istence. American ships were stopped 
at sea and American sailors impressed 
into British service on the pretext that 
they were deserters. This went on for 
some time. Then, suddenly, the United 
States decided to fight. So began the 
War of 1812. 


This war gave birth to the ‘“Star- 
Spangled Banner,’’ written by Francis 
Scott Key, in 1814: Kev had visited 
the flagship of a British fleet lying out- 
tide Baltimore in an effort.to procur4 
the release of an American captured in 
a land raid by the enemy. -Soon after 
he had gone aboard the British com- 
mander decided to attack Fort Henry. 
In order to preverft Key from com- 
municating word of preparation of this 
attack, the visitor was detained. _ All 
through the night the American wit- 
nessed the fire of British. frigates con» 
centrated on the fort. The land ord- 
nance was not powerful enough to reech 
the British vessels. It ‘seemed that 
Fort Henry inevitably must fall. 

@ it was then thay Key received the 
inepiration to write his great an- 
thom, .At sundown he had seen Old 
Glory flying over the fort. But had 
it'fallen? What was the fate of the 
dcfenders? In the’ whites heat of 
patriotism he scribbled his stanzas 
on the back of. a letter. -Just before 
dawn the British .moved in and at- 
i:ecked at close range. Right bravely 
the fort replied. :A-land attack' was 
beaten off. Then came PAT NE Old 
Glory still waved. 


Tennesee, Ohlo, ‘enisiana, Indiana 
and Mississipp! were erected into the 
dignity of States, and it became a®@- 
rorent that the addition of a star and 
a stripe foe each new member of the 
national circle would do90n increase 
the flag to unwieldiy proportions, or 
force reduction in the width of its 
stripes. This prompted Congregs on 
April ¢, 1818, to.enact a law-restoring 
the number of.stripes to the original 
13, each state to be represented by 
one star.
